In th a t case they 
are confined in a small and alm ost air­ 
tight space, so th at even the powerful 
fans cannot supply air enough to sus­ 
tain life until the searchers can cut 
through the walls of debris. 
If it prove that the men are dead 
sixty-three women will be left widows 
and 200 children be fatherless.

Ac­ 
cordingly he issued orders to get a 
party of the most expert m iners to­ 
gether to make an effort to prevent fur­ 
th er damage to the mine. 
Calls were 
sent out and at 9 o’clock th at night 
about IOO men had gone down the mine. 
N early all of them knew the great 
risk they were running, 
but they 
argued thus: “The superintendent and 
forem an are with us; if they do not 
hesitate to go in, why should we?” 
The men worked hard and faithfully 
until a little after 8 o’clock, when, prob­ 
ably w ithout warning, the roof on the 
1,000-foot slope where the men were 
a t work fell in. 
The concussion was so great th at it 
•was felt for a distance of four miles. 
The foundations of nearly every house 
in Pittston were shaken, and the citi­ 
zens first thought a violent earthquake 
had taken place. 
Imm ediately after the accident oc­ 
curred there was a call for volunteers. 
Two hundred men responded at once, 
and, despite the great dangers sure to 
he encountered, entered upon the work 
of rescue. The men were divided into 
relief gangs of forty each, for the work 
is very tedious, as the roof has to be 
propped as fast as the men work their 
way through the debris. 
The danger from

damps is incredibly great, as the Twih 
shaft is known to be subject to these 
gases except under favorable conditione 
of ventilation. Any m inute may thrust 
th e rescuers into a pocket of firedamp 
and result in a terrible explosion.

Congressman Cooper bas attracted 
much attention during the last term 
by his stand against the appropriation 
of funds for sestarian purposes. 
He 
pointed out that four churches no 
longer accepted government aid for 
their Indian schools, and that the ef­ 
ficiency of the schools was in nowise 
diminished. 
“ But even if the statem ent be true,” 
he said, “ that church schools would 
languish and die except for govern­ 
ment aid, th at furnishes no argument 
whatever why we should make this 
appropriation. 
We have no right to 
do good to an Indian child by outrag­ 
ing the plain rights of a white man. 
The Virginia statute of religious free­ 
dom was drawn by Thomas Jefferson, 
and he was prouder of it than of any­ 
thing else he ever wrote except the 
Declaration of Independence. 
It re­ 
ceived the sanction of James Madison 
and his warm approbation in a letter 
which he wrote after its enactment. 
“ Here is a clause in that statute of 
religious freedom: 
That to compel a man to furnish contributions 
of money for the propogatiou of opinions which 
he disbelieves Is sinful and tyrannical. 
“ Have you a right to take the money 
of Catholies or of Pres by terians or of 
Methodists to educate Indian children 
in infidelity or to teach them the 
Jewish faith? No; nor have you the 
right to take the m oney of Jews or of 
infidels or of Protestants generally, to 
teach Indian children the Catholic 
faith, bemuse, in the 
language of 
Thomas Jefferson, when you take the 
money of any man for the purpose of 
propagating religious opinions which 
he disbelieves, 
you commit an act 
which is sinful and tyrannical.” [Ap­ 
plause ] 
In the course of another speech 
June 
6, 
Mr. 
Cooper 
said: 
“ Mr. 
Speaker: 
I desire to say ODly a few 
words in reply to she gentle man from 
Massachusetts (Mr. 
Fitzgerald.) 
He 
has said that during the present ses­ 
sion of congress this house has voted 
appropriations to institutions purely 
sectarian. 
I am greatly misinformed, 
Mr. Speaker, if that be a true state­ 
ment. 
I do not know that this house 
h is voted appropriations to any sec* 
terian institution at the present ses­ 
sion. 
My vote has not been cast for 
any such appropriation,; and it never 
w ill be. 
“ The gentleman says that we at­ 
tack the Catholic religion. 
I deny it. 
No such proposition has been made 
here; nor any proposition that in any 
proper sense could b e construed as an 
attack upon the Catholic religion or 
upon any other religion. 
What we do 
demur to is the proposition of the gen 
Sicilian from Massachusetts (who an­ 
nounced himself the other day and to­ 
day as a Catholic) that he shall take 
the public money to teach his Religion 
to Indians.
